Watergate  cover-up  trial 
starts  for  five  defendants 


WASHINGTON  —  Asst.  Special  Prosecutor  Richard 
Ben-Veniste  laid  out  his  case  against  the  five 
Watergate  cover-up  defendants  Monday  declaring  he 
will  prove  an  illegal  conspiracy  among  “the  most 
powerful  men  in  the  government  of  the  United 
States.” 

He  said  the  plan  to  cover  up  the  break-in  at 
Democratic  National  Committee  headquarters  more 
than  two  years  ago  “involved  the  participation  of 
even  the  President  himself.” 

The  31 -year-old  dark-haired  prosecutor,  speaking 
from  a  lectern  only  a  few  feet  from  the  jury  box,  said 
former  President  Richard  M.  Nixon  was  willing  to 
sacrifice  a  close  aide  to  save  himself  and  closer 
associates  when  the  cover-up  was  unraveling. 

Quoting  from  an  April  19,  1973,  White  House  tape, 
Ben-Veniste  said  Nixon  believed  that  if  former  White 
House  Counsel  John  W.  Dean  were  turned  over  to 
Watergate  prosecutors,  they  might  not  try  and  make  a 


case  against  presidential  aides  H.  R.  Haldeman  and 
John  D.  Ehrlichman  or  Nixon  himself. 

On  the  tape,  Nixon  said  Haldeman  and  Ehrlichman 
should  “give  the  investigators  an  hors  d’oeuvres 
(Dean),  maybe  that  won’t  come  back  for  the  main 
course,”  the  prosecutor  said. 

Ben-Veniste  said  that  in  mid-April  1973,  Nixon, 
Haldeman  and  Ehrlichman  “considered  a  strategy  of 
pushing  Dean  outside  the  circle  of  wagons  around  the 
White  House.” 

On  April  19,  Dean  issued  a  statement  saying  he 
would  not  allow  himself  to  become  a  scapegoat.  He 
was  fired  by  Nixon  on  April  30,  after  months  of 
handling  the  White  House  response  to  the  various 
Watergate  investigations. 

Dean  will  be  the  first  prosecution  witness  Tuesday 
once  three  of  the  defense  lawyers  have  made  their 
own  opening  statements  in  the  trial,  which  is 
expected  tolast  three  or  four  months. 

Ben-Veniste  presented  the  now-familiar  story  of  the 
coverup  in  a  courtroom  jammed  with  reporters,  about 
35  spectators  and  some  relatives  of  the  defendants. 


He  spoke  for  just  more  than  three  hours,  describing 
the  cover-up  in  short  simple  sentences,  describing 
hundreds  of  meetings,  phone  calls  and  actions,  which 
comprise  the  complicated  conspiracy  case. 

Among  the  few  new  developments  was  the 
assertion  that  former  White  House  aide  Richard 
Moore,  who  attended  one  of  the  crucial  meetings  of 
the  cover-up,  was  pressured  to  forget  what  he 
remembered  about  how  some  payoffs  to  the  original 
Watergate  defendants  were  handled. 

Ben-Veniste  quoted  Haldeman  as  telling  Nixon  that 
Moore’s  memory  on  the  February  1973  meeting  at  La 
Costa,  Calif.,  “has  become  feeble  beyond  measure.” 
Nixon,  according  to  the  prosecutor,  said  later  he  was 
“gratified  that  Moore’s  recollection  had  dimmed  a 
lot.” 

Earlier,  Ben-Veniste  said  Moore  had  been  prepared 
to  back  up  Dean’s  testimony  on  the  meeting: 

Another  new  element  disclosed  in  the  alleged

Speaking  of  Christ,  he  told 
the  missionaries  that,  “We 
need  Him ;  without  Him  we  are 
nothing.  Christ  is  the  center  of 
our  lives,  and  it’s  glorious  to 
have  Him  near.” 

President  Kimball  then 
praised  the  LDS  church 
hymns,  noting  that  they  were 
written  “with  much  care, 
thought  and  prayer.” 

“They  have  deep  meanings,” 
he  said.  “All  the  gospel  is  in 
these  songs.  They  tell  the  story 
of  the  gospel  from  the 
beginning  to  end.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  In 
his  first  major  confrontation 
with  Congress,  President  Ford 
vetoed  a  measure  Monday  to 
cut  off  U.S.  arms  aid  to 
Turkey,  declaring  the  ban 
would  dash  hopes  for  a  Cyprus 
peace  settlement.

Egyptian  President  Anwar  Sadat 
assured  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  on  Monday  that  he  will  try  to 
gain  support  for  interim  agreements  with 
Israel  at  the  upcoming  Arab  summit. 

Kissinger  obtained  the  pledge  at  Sadat’s 
residence  outside  Cairo,  flew  to  Damascus 
for  a  tough  three-hour  session  with  Syrian 
President  Hafez  Assad,  then  went  on  to 
Algeria. 

Syrian  sources  said  Asad  insisted  on  a 
Geneva  peace  conference,  which  Kissinger 
now  opposes,  and  an  Israeli  commitment 
for  complete  withdrawal  from  occupied 
Arab  territories,  in  particular  the  Syrian 
Golan  Heights  which  Israel  has  said 
cannot  revert  to  Syrian  control. 

They  said  Assad  also  threatened  to 
refuse  to  renew  the  mandate  of  the 


United  Nations  observer  force  in  the 
Golan  Heights  on  Dec.  1  unless  Syria  gets 
substantial  signs  its  demands  will  be 
accepted. 

Asked  whether  Egypt  was  prepared  to 
offer  guarantees  to  Israel  in  return  for  a’ 
withdrawal  from  Sinai,  Sadat  replied, 
“Why  am  I  asked  about  guarantees?” 

But  he  agreed  to  take  the  initiative  at 
the  Arab  summite  and  said  he  was  “very 
optimistic”  about  the  session  in  Rabat, 
Morocco  on  Oct.  26. 

The  West  German  news  magazine  Der 
Spiegel  quoted  Sadat  as  saying  he  would 
be  ready  to  sign  a  peace  agreement  if 
Israel  pulls  back  from  territories  occupied 
during  the  1 967  war. 

Kissinger  told  newsmen  outside  Sadat’s 
residence:  “There  are  positive  indications 
that  we  are  making  progress  toward  a  just 
peace”  in  the  Middle  East. 


Kissinger  also  announced  he  would 
return  to  the  Middle  East  the  first  week 
of  November,  following  visits  to  Russia 
for  nuclear  arms  talks  and  the  Indian 
subcontinent. 

As  he  spoke,  a  high  level  Egyptian 
delegation  arrived  in  Moscow  for  talks  on 
improving  ties  with  Russia,  arranging  a 
visit  to  Cairo  by  Soviet  leader  Leonid 
Brezhnev,  and  working  out  new  arms 
deals. 

Russia  practically  stopped  all  arms 
shipments  to  Egypt  after  Egypt  backed 
U.S.  diplomatic  intitiatives  to  end  last 
October’s  Middle  East  war. 

In  Jerusalem,  sirens  went  off  to  mark 
the  first  anniversary  of  the  end  of  last 
October’s  war,  and  former  Defense 
Minister  Moshe  Dayan  signed  a  petition 
circulated  by  the  right-wing  Likud  bloc 
opposing  Israeli  withdrawal  from 
occupied  Jordan.

Wayne  Hillier,  Provo  City 
commissioner,  explained 
recent  decisions  by  the  city  to 
grant  extra  time  for  landlords 
to  comply  with  the  ordinance.

Venus  is  one  of  two  planets 
in  our  solar  system  that  rotates 
backwards,  according  to  Dr. 
Clark  Christensen,  assistant 
professor  of  the  Department 
of  Physics  and  Astronomy. 

In  a  lecture  given  in  the 
BYU  Planetarium  Friday 
night,  Dr.  Christensen 
discussed  the  latest  findings 
from  space  probes  to  Mercury, 
Mars,  Venus  and  Jupiter. 

“Four  planets-Venus, 


Speaking  on  the  surface 
features  of  Venus,  Dr. 
Christensen  said  there  is  not  a 
very  good  map  to  show  what  it 
is  like.  “Venus  is  covered  by  a 
thick  layer  of  clouds.  Radio 
waves  have  been  used  to  tell  us 
what  the  surface  features  are 
like  on  Venus.” 


the  temperature  on  the  surface 
stays  around  900  degrees 
Fahrenheit.”

Mercury-have  been  visited  by 
space  probes,”  Dr.  Christensen 
said.  “Almost  all  we  know 
about  them  has  been  learned 
in  the  last  ten  years.” 

“Venus  and  Uranus  are  the 
two  planets  that  rotate  from 
east  to  west,  unlike  the  rest  of 
the  planets,”  he  said. 


Christensen,  scientists  do 
know  that  the  clouds  on 
Venus  exhibit  a  dependence 
on  latitude  like  the  clouds  do 
on  earth.  This  means  that  the 
clouds  circulate  similar  to 
those  on  earth.  Also,  the 
atmosphere  on  Venus  is  about 

The  rest  is  composed  of 
oxygen,  ammonia  and  carbon 
monoxide,  as  well  as  others. 


Mercury,  the  planet  next  to 
the  earth,  is  very  similar  to  the 
earth’s  moon.  “Mercury  has 
craters  similar  to  those  on  the 
earth’s  moon,”  Dr.  Christensen 
explained. 


“Mercury  has  a  density  like 
the  earth,  about  five  and 
one-half  times  that  of  water. 
This  suggests  that  Mercury 
may  have  a  metallic  core  like 
the  earth,  probably  iron,”  he 
said. 


“There  are  two  questions 
that  remain  unanswered  when 
we  talk  about  the  revolution 
of  Venus,”  Dr.  Christensen 
said.  “First  is  why  does  Venus 
rotate  backwards,  and  second, 
why  does  it  have  the  same  face 
toward  the  earth  when  it  is

WASHINGTON,  D.C.-The 
public  open  house  tours  of  the 
Washington  Temple  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  have  been 
extended  through  Nov.  2,  the 
Temple  District  Committee 
announced  Friday. 

The  open  house  period 
began  in  early  September  and 
was  originally  scheduled  to 
end  Oct.  26,  according  to 
Julian  C.  Lowe,  president  of 
the  Oakton  Virginia  LDS 
Stake  and  chairman  of  the 
temple  committee. 

“The  one-week  extension  is 
in  response  to  the  tremendous 
public  interest  in  the  temple 
and  the  demand  for  open 
house  tickets,”  Pres.

Gallup:  decline 
in  Ford  rating 

PRINCETON,  N.J.  (AP)  -

Britons'  faith  dips 

LONDON  (AP)  -  Only 
29  per  cent  of  British  people 
believe  in  God,  according  to  a 
public  opinion  poll  published 
Sunday. 

The  poll  of  1,093  persons 
was  conducted  by  Opinion 
Research  Center  for  a  religious 
program  televised  by  the 
British  Broadcasting  Corp. 

The  BBC  called  it  the  first 
major  survey  of  religious 
beliefs  in  Britain  since  a  Gallup 
poll  in  1963  showed  38  per 
cent  believed  in  God.

To  the  average  BYU  student,  the  term 
“lawyer”  may  mean  Perry  Mason  or  Owen 
Marshall;  to  the  first-year  BYU  law  student  it 
means  legal  writing  and  analysis. 

To  the  average  student,  law  carries  an  aura  of 
excitement  and  investigation;  to  the  law 
student,  it’s  more  stimulating  and  entails 
research  -  lots  of  it. 

The  J.  Reuben  Clark  Law  School,  in  only  its 
second  year  of  existence,  boasts  of  a  legal 
writing  program  which  is  believed  to  be  the 
only  one  of  its  kind  currently  used  by  law 
schools  today. 

Legal  Analysis 

Basically,  the  program  entails  an  in-depth 
study  of  legal  analysis. 

Last  August,  Gerald  Williams,  associate 
professor  of  law  at  the  school,  proposed  a 
program  for  teaching  first-year  legal  writing. 

The  program  originated  from  an  experiment 
conducted  during  the  last  two  years  by  the 
Council  on  Legal  Education  Opportunity 
(CLEO)  Institute  in  an  effort  to  give  prelaw 
training  to  underprivileged  minority  students. 

Williams  was  one  of  two  visiting  professors  at 
the  University  of  New  Mexico  last  summer  who 
used  the  techniques  to  teach  legal  writing. 

“The  program  assumes  the  object  of  teaching 
legal  writing  is  to  teach  students  now  to 
communicate  their  legal  analysis  in  written 
form. 

Past  emphasis 

“In  the  past,  the  primary  focus  in  teaching 
legal  writing  has  been  on  exposition,”  Williams 
said. 

“The  new  approach  assumes  that  although 
students  are  typically  weak  in  expository 
writing  skills,  they  are  even  weaker  in 
understanding  and  applying  methods  of  legal 
analysis.” 

He  added  he  felt  law  students  would  make  a 
more  dramatic  improvement  by  learning  and 
applying  methods  of  legal  analysis  rather  than 
by  learning  and  applying  rules  of  exposition. 

Williams  said  the  new  approach  suggests  that 
while  the  skills  of  exposition  and  legal  analysis 
are  both  important  to  the  first-year  law 
student,  there  are  practical  and  psychological 
reasons  why  students  will  make  the  most  rapid 
progress  when  instruction  emphasizes  analysis. 

He  said  one  of  the  primary  reasons  for 
thinking  this  is  that  methods  of  legal  analysis 
are  some  of  the  most  fundamental  aspects  of  a 
lawyer’s  work. 

Legal  skills  increased 

He  explained  legal  analysis  would  increase 
the  lawyer’s  ability  to  read  a  case,  research  a 
complex  fact  situation,  advise  a  client  and 
perform  other  legal  duties. : 

“A  second  reason,”  Williams  said,  “is  that 
clear  thinking  is  a  precondition  to  clear 
writing.” 

“When  a  student  learns  the  accepted 
methods  of  analysis  and  argument  he  is 
naturally  pulled  towards  expressing  his  analysis 
in  clearest  possible  language.” 

A  third  reason  Williams  gave  was  that  when  a 
student  faces  a  legal  problem,  he  should  be 
conditioned  to  concentrate  on  analysis  and  to 
let  clear  expression  flow  from  clear  analysis, 


rather  than  to  be  preoccupied  with  rules  of 
grammar. 

Since  law  school  exams  were  designed  to  test 
the  student’s  ability  to  apply  legal  analysis,  the 
course  structure  would  concentrate  on  writing 
law  school  exams. 

“If  it  is  possible  to  teach  the  perspective  law 
student  the  techniques  of  legal  analysis  which 
allow  him  to  write  good  exam  answers,” 
Williams  said,  “then  he  will  have  learned 
techniques  which  are  fundamental  to  the 
competent  practice  of  law. 

“The  legal  professional  recognizes  this  skill  as 
the  hallmark  of  a  good  lawyer.” 

Questions  are  raised 

Williams  said  several  questions  had  been 
raised  in  the  past  in  relation  to  the  teaching  of 
legal  analysis  applied  to  writing  good  law 
exams. 

These  questions  were:  (1)  whether  the 
techniques  could  be  identified,  (2)  whether 
they  could  be  taught  or  learned  and  (3) 
whether  the  techniques  were  cosmetic  or 
substantive. 

“The  approach  assumes  that  the  techniques 
can  be  identified,  can  be  taught  or  learned  and 
that  they  are  not  cosmetic  and  superficial,  but 
that  they  go '  to  the  very  heart  of  a  lawyer’s 
professional  competence,”  Williams  said. 

The  objectives  of  the  new  program  would  be 
to  introduce  students  to  basic  analytical 
technique,  teach  them  how  to  use  it  in  its  most 
basic  form,  and  then  introduce  students  to  its 
more  subtle  refinements. 

Williams  said  to  help  affect  the  program,  the 
faculty  has  chosen  1 5  second-year  students  to 
serve  as  teaching  assistants. 

Functions  of  assistants 

“The  functions  of  the  teaching  assistants  are 
not  to  teach,  but  to  attend  the  classes  and 
assist  the  students  on  an  individual  basis,” 
Williams  said. 

The  students  had  been  selected  from  the 
legal  writing  concentration  of  the  cocurricular 
program. 

He  explained  the  legal  writing  program 
would  be  taught  in  smaller  groups,  with  each  of 
five  faculty  members  teaching  the  skill  and 
supervising  a  class. 

“Each  group  is  composed  of  between  30-34 
students,”  Williams  said.  “Each  professor  has 
three  teaching  assistants  to  aid  him  in 
supervising  a  group.” 

The  legal  writing  groups  meet  once  a  week  as 
as  a  class,  at  which  time  the  professor  teaches 
them  new  skills  in  legal  writing. 

Students  apply  skills 

He  said  the  groups  then  have  an  opportunity 
to  practice  those  skills  through  projects 
applying  them  to  studying  in  their  other 
classes. 

Within  24  hours  from  the  time  they  meet  in 
class,  the  projects  must  be  completed. 

“At  that  time  they  meet  individually  with 
one  of  the  teaching  assistants  or  the  professor 
himself  to  review  the  copy  and  do  the 
necessary  editing,”  Williams  said. 

After  the  student’s  project  has  been  edited,  it 
has- to  be*  revised  until  it  is  in  workable  form. 

“Clearly,  if  they  get  the  techniques  of  legal 
analysis,  the  students  will  be  in  much  better 
position  to  do  well  in  other  areas  of  the  law,” 
Williams  said.

Buyers 
fearful, 
poll  says 


ANN  ARBOR,  Mich.  (AP)  - 
Consumer  sentiment  is  down 
sharply  from  last  Mey,  and 
buyer  confidence  is  much 
lower  than  during  previous 
periods  of  post-war  recession, 
according  to  a  survey  released 
Sunday. 

The  University  of  Michigan’s 
Survey  Research  Center  (SRC) 
said  consumers  are  depressed 
by  the  continued  high  rate  of 
inflation  and  are  not  confident 
of  an  economic  upturn.

Some  57  per  cent  of  the 
1 ,438  p ersons  surveyed  in 
August-September  said  they 
expect  economic  “bad  times” 
during  the  next  12  months. 
About  54  per  cent  said  they 
expect  bad  times  to  last  at 
least  five  years. 

Expecially  hard  hit  by  the 
downturn  in  confidence  are 
the  new  car  and  housing; 
markets-,  where  52  and  61  per 
‘  ceflt  of  the  respondents  said  ft 
is  not  a  good  time  to  make  a 
purchase. 

Good  news  offset 
Survey  Director  Jay 
Schmiedeskamp  said  the 
“wait-and-see”  improvement 
in  confidence  which  followed 
the  resignation  of  former 
President  Nixon  was  more 
than  offset  by  “specific  bad 
economic  news.” 

“Unlike  the  February  1974 
slump  in  sentiment,  which  was 
judged  to  be  in  large  part 
temporary  because  the 
interviews  were  conducted 
during  the  oil  embargo,  there 
is  no  reason  to  believe  the 
current  decline  is  anything  but 
perma  n-  e.  n  t  ,  ’  ’  said 
Schmiedeskamp.

Sullivan 

NEW'  YORK  (AP)  -  Ed 
Sullivan,  whose  “really  big 
show”  reigned  on  Sunday 
night  television  for  more  than 
two  decades,  died  of  cancer  at 
a  New  York  hospital  Monday. 
He  was  72. 

Sullivan  died  Sunday  night 
at  Lenox  Hill  Hospital  where 
he  was  admitted  for  treatment 
on  Sept.  6.  Carmine  Santullo, 
a  Sullivan  aide  for  more  than 
40  years,  was  at  his  bedside,  a 
hospital  spokesman  said. 

Bob  Precht,  Sullivan’s 
son-in-law,  said  Sullivan  had 
esophagal  cancer,  which  was 
discovered  about  a  month 
before  his  death,  but  Sullivan 
never  knew  he  had  the  disease. 

Sullivan,  a  poker-faced 
newspaper  columnist,  first  put 
his  TV  variety  show  on  the  air 
in  1948  and  introduced  such 
entertainers  as  the  Beatles, 
Jackie  Gleason,  Elvis  Presley, 
Dean  Martin  and  Jerry  Lewis 
to  American  viewers. 

The  champion  of  television 
longevity  he  quit  in  1971  as 
the  host  of  “The  Ed  Sullivan 
Show”  on  CBS-TV,  which 
began  as  “Toast  of  the  Town” 
in  1948. 

He  continued  writing  a 
syndicated  show  business 
column,  “Little  Old  New 
York,”  which  ran  twice  a  week 
and  appeared  in  the  New  York 
Daily  News. 

Although  most  of  his  fame 
came  from  television,  he  was  a 
pioneer  in  broadcast  variety 
shows,  hosting  his  first  radio

The  Pardoe  Theater  stage 
was  the  scene  Thursday 
evening  for  the  special  opening 
performance  of  the  BYU 
drama  department  production 
of  “Family  Portrait.” 

Honored  at  the  performance 
was  Kathryn  B.  Pardoe. 

The  setting  was  appropriate 
inasmuch  as  Mrs.  Pardoe 
performed  the  leading  role  in 
the  play  for  eight  consecutive 
years  in  the  1940s  when  it  was 
performed  annually  as  a  BYU 
Christmas  production.  Dr. 
Charles  L.  Metten,  chairman  of 
the  Drama  Department,  and 
Dr.  Preston  R.  Gledhill, 
director  of  the  play,  presented 
her  with  two  bouquets  of  roses 
prior  to  the  performance. 

In  addition  to  Mrs.  Pardoe, 
other  cast  members  from  the 
1940s,  who  were  in  attendance 
and  honored  included.  Dr. 
Sanford  Bingham,  Dr.  Morris 
Clinger,  Odessa  Cullimore, 
Ariel  and  Arta  Ballif  and  Effie 
Boyle. 

“Family  Portrait,”  a  story  of 
the  family  of  Christ  after  he 
had  departed,  was  filled  with 
symbolism,  irony  and  deep 
meaning  for  the  viewer.  Based 
on  scripture  relating  to  the 
family  of  Jesus  but  not 
entirely  scriptural,  the  play 
was  totally  believable. 

The  story  was  told  of  a 
family  deeply  divided  over  the 
departure  of  its  eldest  son.  The 
splits  widen  as  Christ  achieves 
instant  fame  and  rumors  of  his 
work  filter  back  to  the  family. 

The  rejection  of  Christ  upon 
his  return  to  Nazareth  brings 
persecution  to  his  family.  As  a 
result,  he  is  totally  rejected  by 
his  brothers  and  only  Mary, 
the  mother  of  Christ,  and 
Mary  Cleophas,  her 
sister-in-law,  are  left  to  defend 
him.  The  climax  to  the  play  is 


reached  when  Mary  travels  to 
Jerusalem  to  seek  her  son. 

Although  the  play  was  rough 
in  a  few  spots  (which  may  be 
attributed  to  an  opening 
performance),  the  BYU 
production  was  generally 
quick-moving,  and 
professionally  done.  There 
were  no  intermissions  to 
interrupt  the  mood. 

Costuming  and  language 
used  in  the  play  were  not 
purely  Biblical  in  order  to  give 
the  play  an  air  of  timelessness. 
This  succeeded  inasmuch  as 
the  audience  could  easily  see 
modern  applications  to  similar 
family  situations.  However, 
the  costumes  of  the  Roman 
officer  and  Leban  of  Damascus 
contrasted  perhaps  too  sharply 
with  those  of  the  other 
characters,  thus  surprising  the 
audience  and  temporarily 
breaking  the  mood  set  by  the 
play. 

A  total  of  29  actors 
participated  in  “Family 
Portrait.”  Jean  R.  Jenkins, 
who  portrayed  Mary,  the 
mother  of  Christ,  was 
outstanding  in  rendering  a 
difficult  role  totally  believable. 
One  should  also  look  for  Mary 
Cleophas,  portrayed  by  Cathy 
Fillmore,  who  did  an  excellent 
job  adding  comic  relief  to  the 
drama. 

Those  portraying  Christs’ 
brothers  and  performing  well, 
included  Rick  Van  Noy 
(James),  Angus  Barnes 
(Simon),  Larry  Gelwix 
(Joseph)  and  Doug  Tedford 
(Judah).  Other  creditable 
performances  were  given  by 
Bianca  Brandon  (Selima), 
Kerry  Ashton  (Father  Rabbi 
Samuel)  and  Lynne  Anne 
Lewis  (Mary  of  Magdala).

In  recent  years,  Sullivan  had 
hosted  television  specials 
several  times  each  year  and, 
according  to  Precht,  “he  was 
due  to  host  a  show  from  Las 
Vegas  in  December”  before 
doctors  discovered  the  cancer. 

His  stiff  manner,  his  halting 
delivery  and  his  habit  of 
pronouncing  show  as  “shew” 
made  Sullivan,  as  master  of 
ceremonies,  as  much  a 
personality  as  the  guest 
entertainers  and  variety  acts 
themselves. 

His  theory  about 
entertainment-  was  simple,  and 
over  the  years,  produced  one 
of  the  greatest  success  stories 
in  television. 

“Open  big,  have  a  good 
comedy  act,  put  in  something 
for  children  and  keep  the  show 
clean,”  Sullivan  said.  “I  believe 
in  getting  the  best  acts  I  can, 
introducing  them  quickly  and 
getting  off.” 

Sullivan  said  in  a  1972 
interview  that  he  was  severely 
depressed  when  his  weekly 
show  was  canceled  after  23 
years. 

“When  you’re  off  the  air,  it’s 
like  being  sentenced  to  the 
death  chamber.

Interview  discloses  family  nee

The  nation’s  troubled 
families  may  have  difficulty 
finding  well-trained  family 
counselors,  according  to  two 
BYU  professors. 

Most  counselors  entering  the 
increasingly  popular  field  of 
family  therapy  have  had  little 
or  no  training  in  family 
relations,  Dr.  A.  Lynn 
Scoresby  recently  told  the 
Daily  Universe. 

He  and  his  colleague,  Dr.  D. 
Eugene  Mead,  reached  this 
conclusion  after  reviewing  the 
nation’s  professional  schools 
and  journals.  Both  men  are 
professors  of  child 
development  and  family 
relations  at  BYU. 


professional  journals  have 
traditionally  ne$ected  the 
family. 


They  reviewed  93  of  the 
nation’s  101  graduate 
psychology  programs  approved 
by  the  American  Psychology 
Association.  They  found  only 
nine  academic  courses  out  of 
over  1,000  which  related  to 
either  marriage  or  family 
relations. 

“No  college  or  university 
had  more  than  one  such 
course,”  Dr.  Scoresby 
explained.  They  also  found 
few  graduate  schools  that  offer 
a  specialty  in  family 
counseling. 

BYU  is  one  of  the  only 
universities  in  the  nation 


is  increasing.  The  number  of 
marriage  counselors  and  family 
research  specialists  has 
increased  in  the  last  few  years. 

“Professional  journals  are 
carrying  more  articles  on 
family  therapy  than  they 
used  to,”  he  noted.  Because  of 
the  increased  interest  in  the 
family  the  index  of  major 
psychology  publications, 
“Psychology  Abstracts,” 
added  “Family  Therapy”  to  its 
list  in  1967.

may  receive  a 
master’s  degree  or  a  doctorate 
in  family  counseling,  according 
to  the  professor. 

They  also  consulted  the  two 
professional  journals  most 
widely  read  by  counselors  and 
clinical  psychologists.  Only  57 
articles  out  of  several  thousand 
dealt  with  marriage  counseling. 
Only  four  articles  discussed 
both  marriage  and  family 
counseling. 

Dr.  Scoresby  pointed  out 
that  interest  in  family  therapy 


professional  schools  provide 
more  courses  in  the  theory  and 
practice  of  family  therapy. 

The  doctors  feel  that  the 
family  is  the  place  to  solve 
personal  and  social  problems 
due  to  its  intense  influence 
upon  the  individual.  “It  is  the 
source  from  which  most  of  the 
problems  stem,”  Dr.  Scoresby 
explained.

OAXTEPEC,  MEXICO  (AP)  —  Two  bishops  have  filed 
resolutions  calling  for  the  Episcopal  Church  to  convene  a  special 
session  of  its  governing  body  to  review  the  ordination  of  women 
into  the  priesthood. 

Bishop  Scott  Field  Bailey,  secretary  of  the  church’s  House  of 
Bishops,  said  the  resolutions  will  be  debated  during  the  bishops’ 
convention,  which  formally  begins  today  at  this  semi-tropical 
resort  40  miles  south  of  Mexico  City. 

“The  controversy  will  not  center  on  whether  we  should  or 
should  not  accept  women  into  the  priesthood,  but  whether  we 
should  call  a  special  session  or  wait  until  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,”  said  Bishop  Bailey. 

Bishop  Bailey  said  that  Bishops  Lyman  Ogilby  of 
Pennsylvania  and  John  Burt  of  Ohio  filed  the  resolutions  during 
the  weekend.  They  call  for  the  General  Convention  to  hold  a 
special  session  next  year  specifically  to  consider  the  question  of 
women  priests. 

The  General  Convention  is  the  Episcopal  Church’s 
policymaking  body.  Its  next  regular  meeting  is  scheduled  in 
1976  in  Minneapolis,  but  some  bishops  have  said,  the  question  of 
women  priests  must  be  settled  before  then. 

“The  issue  cannot  wait.  We  simply  have  to  call  a  General 
Convention  meeting  as  soon  as  possible,”  Bishop  Jose  Antonio 
Ramos,  head  of  the  church’s  Costa  Rican  Diocese,  said  in  a 
Sunday  interview. 

Last  July,  Bishop  Ramos  and  three  inactive  bishops  shook  the 
foundations  of  the  3.2  millionmember  church  by  ordaining  1 1 
women  as  priests. 

Within  three  weeks,  the  church’s  presiding  bishop,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  John  M.  Allin,  declared  that  the  four  bishops  had  violated 
Episcopal  canons  by  ordaining  the  women,  and  the  House  of 
Bishops  declared  the  ordinations  invalid.

Ramage  lauded  his  defensive 
line,  saying  he  was  “very 
pleased  with  the  relentless 
pressure  the  line  put  on  the 
Wyoming  quarterbacks.” 

Cat  defensive  back  Mike 
Russell  echoed  some  of 
Ramage’s  comments.  “The 
defensive  line  and  the 
linebackers  were  just  plain 
tenacious.  They  put  such  a 
great  rush  on  the  Cowboy 
quarterbacks  that  it  made  our 
job  easy.” 

Russell,  who  intercepted  his 
third  pass  of  the  season 
Saturday,  '  confidently 
remarked,  “We’re  on  our  way” 
as  he  sipped  a  soft  drink  in  the 
locker  room.  “We’re  going  to 
take  it  one  game  at  a  time. 
There’s  not  a  team  in  the  WAC 
we  can’t  beat  if  we  play  like 
we  did  today.” 

In  addition,  the  veteran 
cornerback  singled  out  the 
support  of  the  student  body 
and  fans  as  a  “big  factor  in  the 
way  we  played.” 

On  the  offensive  side  of  the 
ledger  for  BYU,  the  all-around 
play  of  flanker  and  ,  punt 
return  specialist  John  Betham 
accounted  for  four 
touchdowns,  two  directly  and 
two  indirectly. 

The  fleet-footed  5-10, 
170-pound  senior  ran  back  five 
punts  for  121  yards  and 
caught  four  passes  for  69  yards 
and  two  touchdowns.  He  set 
up  two  other  scores  with  punt 
runbacks  of  48  and  40  yards.

Croucing  close  to  the 
underbrush  and  stealing 
behind  old  railroad  ties,  six, 
Provo  City  policemen' 
cautiously  approach  an  old 
warehouse  building  in  a 
tactical  demonstration  for  the 
press  at  the  ruins  of  the  old 
Ironton  smelter. 

The  policemen  are  part  of 
Provo  City’s  Special  Weapons 
and  Tactics  force  (SWAT),  a 
tactical  squad  which  trains  for 
situations  involving  holdouts 
in  buildings  and  ,  the  use  of 
special  weapons,  said  Provo 
City  Chief  of  Police  Swen 
Nielsen. 

Under  supervision  of  Sgt. 
Wayne  Grossgebauer, .  the 
squad  meets: :  for  two  .hours 
three  times  a  week  at  Ironton 
to  train  in  techniques  of 
approach  and  the  use  of 
weapons,  such  as  hand 
grenades,  tear  gas  and 
high-powered  rifles. 

The  squad,  started  three 
months  ago,  hasn’t  “been  truly 
operational  until  now,”  said 
Nielsen,  Funded  by  the  federal 
government,  the  squad  fills  a 
need  for  both  the  city  and  the 
county.  He  cited  an  example 
where  an  armed  man  in  a 
building  in  Orem  was  captured 
by  using  tear  gas. 

Chosen  from  14  applicants, 
the  men  involved  in  the  special 


team  were  carefully  screened 
in  reference  to  mental 
attitude.  Nielsen  said  that  he 
wanted  men  who  had  no 
particular  hostilities.  “I  think 
these  are  some  of  the  better 
policemen,”  said  Nielsen. 

SWAT  learns  tactics  and 
techniques  from  other  squads 
in  Salt  Lake  City  and  Los 
Angeles.  In  approaching  an 
assailant  in  a  building,  the 
squad  evaluates  the  situation 
and  finds  the  best  way  to  get 
the  man  without  harming  him. 
Nielsen  said  that  the  squad 
may  wait  until  night  or  use 
tear  gas  to  repel  the  assailant. 

The  SWAT  team 
demonstrated  an  approach  to  a 
building  where,  an  assailant 
would  be  firing  from  the 
second-story,  window,  After 
approaching  close1  to  the 
building,  the  squad  uses  rapid 
fire  from  an  AR  15  high 
velocity  gun  to  cover  another 
squad  man  who  climbs  up  a 
rope  into  the  building. 

Nielsen  said  that  there  was  a 
need  for  a  better  practice  area 
where  more  weapons  could  be 
used.  The  difficulty  in  training 
is  that  that  assailant  is 
imaginary,  and  cannot  fire 
back,  but  on  the  job  the  firing 
is  for  real,  he  said. 

When  not  needed  for  special 
operations,  squad  members 
work  on  burglar  control  in  the 
city,  interviewing  people  who 
have  been  robbed.

“It’ll 
soon  be  even  bloodier  than  in 
1972,  when  30  people  were 
murdered  in  a  couple  of 
summer  months.”

Police  said  most  victims  have 
been  shot  going  to  work, 
strolling  with  friends  or 
answering  the  door  at  home.

Republican  Army  has  sought 
to  sever  Ulster’s  ties  with 
Britain  and  unite  it  with  the 
Irish  Republic  to  the  south. 
The  current  campaign  began  in 
August  1969,  when  Britain 
sent  troops  to  quell  IRA  street 
turbulence.  At  least  1,076 


persons  have  been  killed  Since 
then. 

The  latest  victim  was  a  man 
of  28  with  an  Afro  hairstyle, 
whose  body  was  found  Sunday 
dumped  in  hills  overlooking 
this  capital  city.  He  had  been 
savagely  beaten,  then  shot  six 
times  in  the  head  and  chest. 

Identified  as  Cairian 
Murphy,  he  was  the  weekend’s 
fourth  Catholic  murder  victim. 

The  Ulster  Freedom 
Fighters,  an  outlawed 
Protestant  group,  claimed 
responsibility  for  all  four.  It 
said  they  were  to  retaliate  for 
recent  bombings  in  Northern 
Ireland  and  England  blamed 
on  the  Provisional  wing  of  the 


IRA,  which  is  Catholic-based. 

Authorities  said  the  upsurge 
of  Protestant  underground 
activity  appeared  to  follow  the 
IRA’s  admitted  murders  of  a 
Northern  Ireland  judge  and  a 
magistrate  on  Sept.  16.  Nine 
of  the  16  victims  of 
assassination  since  then  were 
Catholics. 

Another  probable  sectarian 
murder  failed  late  Sunday 
night,  police  said.  Five  shots 
were  fired  at  a  Protestant  man 
in  the  kitchen  of  his  home  in 
north  Belfast.  All  missed. 

The  Northern  Ireland  death 
toll  this  year  in  149,  of  whom 
112  were  civilians.

Kidnap  victim 
returns  to  U.S. 


LAS  VEGAS,  Nev.  (AP)  - 
Former  Supreme  Court  Justice 
Arthur  J.  Goldberg  on  Monday 
compared  Nelson  Rockefeller’s 
admission  of  responsibility  for 
a  derogatory  book  about 
Goldberg  to  former  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon’s  acceptance 
of  responsibility  for  Watergate. 


Goldberg  said  he  welcomed 
an  opportunity  to  testify 
before  renewed  hearings  on 
Rockefeller’s  confirmation  as 
vice  president. 


Goldberg  said  Rockefeller’s 
apology  about  the  book  was 
“very  reminiscent  of  another 
statement”  in  which  Nixon 
once  said  he  would  take  ' 


respo 


Watergate  affair.” 
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“He  (Rockefeller)  owes  an 
apology  to  the  American 
people,”  Goldberg  told  a  news 
conference.  “What  is  needed  is 
a  complete  statement  of  the 
facts.”

MIAMI,  Fla.  (AP)  - 
American  diplomat  Barbara 
Hutchison  arrived  in  the 
United  States  Monday,  saying 
she  has  no  qualms  about 
returning  next  week  to  her  job 
in  the  Domincan  Republic, 
where  she  was  held  captive  by 
pro-communist  kidnapers  for 
12  days. 

“Oh,  I  have  no  anxiety 
about  going  back,”  said  the 
tall  and  freckled  Miss 
Hutchison,  47.  She  will  first 
spend  a  10-day  vacation  in 
Florida. 

“It  was  sort  of  a  fluke-type 
of  kidnaping  anyway,  and  I  get 
the  choice  of  going  back  there 
or  somewhere  else.  But  I  love 
the  country  and  there  are 
many  things  I  still  plan  to  do 
there.” 

The  veteran  foreign  service 
officer  said  her  only  worry  was 
that  the  U.S.  embassy  would 
assign  a  bodyguard  to  her.  “I 
sure  wouldn’t  want  that,”  she 
said  with  a  smile. 

Miss  Hutchison,  embassy 
public  affairs  officer  and 
director  of  the  U.S. 
Information  Service  in  the 
Domincan  capital  of  Santo 
Domingo,  was  abducted  from 
in  front  of  her  office  by  seven 
leftist  rebels  Sept.  27. 

She  and  six  other  persons 
were  held  in  the  Venezualan 
consulate  before  being  released 
last  Wednesday  when  the 
rebels  accepted  politcal  asylum 


in  Panama  in  return  for  their 
hostages’  freedom. 

Miss  Hutchison  praised 
Domincan  President  Joaquin 
Balaguer  for  his  tough  stance 
against  the  rebels.  Balaguer 
refused  the  kidnapers’ 
demands  for  ransom  payments 
and  the  release  of  37  polictical 
prisoners. 

She  said  Balaguer  had 
proved  that  the  government 
“would  not  give  in  to  such 
people”  as  kidnap  leader 
Radhames  Mendez  Vargas.  She 
said  she  considered  political 
kidnapings  not  to  be  a  danger 
any  longer  in  that  Caribbean 
country. 

About  her  ordeal,  Miss 
Hutchison  said,  “We  weren’t 
worried  about  being  shot,  we 
were  scared  about  the 
dynamite”  which  the 
kidnapers  had  inside  the 
consulate  building. 

Asked  how  she  felt  toward 
her  jailers,  Miss  Hutchison 
said: 


“Well,  they  are  people  that 
already  have  been  punished  for 
other  crimes,  and  inevitably 
they  will  be  punished  again.” 


She 


sed  Panama  for 
accepting  the  rebels  after 
Mexico  and  Peru  said  they 
could  not  do  so.  “If  Panama 
had  not  volunteered,  I  might 
still  be  there,”  she  said.
